About the illuminant, it is not done yet but I plan to only join the old socket to a new 
wire and then put in a 40 or 60 watts led lamp. This lamp comes with an adaptor 
socket that fits perfectly in the old one. I found it at my usual hardware merchant. It 
is made in China by “Globe” and supposed to provide a brightness of 300 lumens 
with a very low energy cost. www.globe-electric.com

Collection is well organized and easily searchable. 


The Library’s first collection of lantern slides was added in 1904 during a 
lecture series. Over the years, the Library has collected more than 62,000 


slides, many of which are taken from the 

Better Housing League. Founded in 1916, the 
Better Housing League embodied the activism 
and political reform of the Progressive Era in 
Cincinnati. The slides depict the photographic 
documentation of the League’s extensive housing 
surveys and provide an intimate view of the 
everyday lives, homes, and communities of 
some of Cincinnati’s most vulnerable citizens. 
Cincinnati had a number of significant lantern 
slide manufacturers, whose work is also 
represented in the collection. These include: 
Uranus Hord, L. M. Prince, L. B. Folger and the 
Huber Art Company. 


About this collection 

Lantern slides from the Library’s collection, 
primarily featuring Cincinnati, including 
downtown scenes, schools, churches and 
synagogues, as well as the Ohio River, bridges, 
steamboats, and railroad stations. Many of the 
photographs were taken by Elmer Foote, the 
Library’s staff photographer from 1907 to 1919. 
This collection is primarily housed in the Joseph 
S. Stern, Jr. Cincinnati Room.

Library to Create Hew Stereoscopic Photography Fellowship and Collection with National Stereoscopic 


Association 


Library to Create New Stereoscopic 
Photography Fellowship and Collection with 
National Stereoscopic Association 


The Library of Congress will create a new 
National Stereoscopic Photography Research 
Collection, fellowship and public program in 
collaboration with the National Stereoscopic 
Association to support one of the nation’s 
largest collections of this photography format, 
the two organizations announced today. 


Stereographs are paired photographs that 
provide an illusion of three-dimensionality 
when placed in a special viewer called a 
stereoscope. They were among the first 
photographic entertainment formats that 
became popular from the Civil War to the 
early decades of the 20th century when new 
technologies like motion pictures captured the 


public’s attention. Recent technical 
innovations like virtual reality have 
brought renewed focus to both the 
history and continued use of the 
stereo format. 


The Library’s Prints and 
Photographs Division holds one 
of the foremost collections of 
stereographs, dating from early 
daguerreotypes in the 1850s to 
published sets from the 1930s. 
More than 40,000 have been 
digitized and are available online 
at https://www.loc.gov/pictures/ 
collection/stereo/.
